TIio General Gave a Party of Italian 


Officers a Surprise. 


Gen. Grant's horsemanship was wide- 


ly known. I recall an iccident that came 
under my own view and brought this 
knowledge very forcibly to someyoung 
Italian officers. In the spring of 1878, 
1 happened to be in the city of Milan. 
Returning to the hotel one afternoon, 
1 saw an immense crowd gathered, and 
a group of Italian officers mounted, 
their horses grandly caparisoned, them- 
selves decorated with the most brilliant 
of uniforms. In front of the doorway, 
held by three uniformed grooms, was a 
beautiful blood-bay horse, equipped 
with a new Englibb pigskin saddle.

Tfce Town VfmM Once the' Capital oi 
the Country. 


A pupil in tb« boys' grammar school 


on Lafayette5 street, Genmentown, was 
asked by his teacher when the first 
congress occupied the GermaBtown 
academy, located on West School lane. 
It was a puzzle, of course, to- the young 
scholar, who was. at a loss to find any- 
thing in print verifying eueh an event.

West Main street, Major George R. Steele 
paesed peacefully away to that "bourne 
from whence no traveller returns." 


Maj. 
Steele's health has been precari- 


ous for a number of years and yet, under 
condltons of health that would have made 
less resolute men give up the battle of 
life, he continued flt bis post of duty with 
a devotion which won the admiration of 
all who knew him. Bat six weeks ago 
tomorrow he was stricken down in the 
office while at work and was taken home 
whore be lingered until death came. The 
cause of bis death was a progressive heart 
trouble complicated with a dropsical affeo- 
tlon of the chest. He suffered much dur- 
ing tbe time be was sick but the end 
came as peacefully as a dream. 


Major George R. Steole was born in 


Springfield, Ohio, December 12, 1836, and 
was one of a family of four children of 
whom James F. Steele, Mrs. S. J. Rob- 
arts and Mrs. Jack Renshaw, all of this 
city, survivehlm. A brother, Joseph Steele 
died at Champaign. 
When ;he grew to 


young manhood he entered business with 
bis father in Ohio but tbe hard times of 
those days soon determined the fact that 
tbe young man must leave tbe parental 
roof and go out in tbe world for himself 
and right here the first of that spirit of 
self reliance which characterized his after 


his life and gave him Inspiration until the 
day of bis death. 


When his leave of absence, which was 


sburt, had expired he returned to the field. 
July 23 of that year tbe terrible battle of 
Atlanta was fought. In that engagement 


Gen. 
MoPberson was killed. Just prior 


to his death the general bad sent Captain 
Steele to direct Sprsgne's brigade which 
was in a precarious position and while 
performing this task the gallant aid came 
near losing bis life having ridden directly 
into the enemy's line but rather than sub- 
mit to capture ha took tbe chances of 
wheeling hip horse and riding away. 
When he returned from his mission be 
found his commander dead. Being de- 
tailed for the purpose be took the 41st 
Illinois and escorted the body of MoPher- 
son to Clyde, Ohio, where it was laid to 
rest. 


From Ohio he came home and reported 


bv letter to the secretary of war and later 
at the request of Gen. Hickenlooper, he 
was assigned to tbe staff of Gea.Frank P. 
Blair whore he served until after tbe war 
closed. In March, 1865, he was breveted 
major of volunteers for meritorious ser- 
vices 


Major George R. Steele'R military rec- 


ord was above reproach. It was brilliant, 
courageous, partiotlo and distinguished. 
He rose from the carpenter's bench to be 
the trusted aid of snob ojmmanders as 
McPherson and Blair. His military rec- 
ord will stand as an example in this com- 
munity of what a common American citi- 
zen may do amid the thunders ot shot and 
shell when his country needs defenders 
and where true American citizenship and 
popular government Is put to the severest 
test. 


The war ovnr Major Steele returned 


home from tbe battle* field to renew the 
battle of civil life and It may be said of 
him, as of a million other men who went 
to tbe war that the best and most 
important years of his life were spent 
in defense of his country, the years when 
foundations for future'finanolal prosper- 
ity are laid, the years when men's business 
abilities are formed, and for these reasons 
he'.was not suncessful In making a fortune. 
While be was rich in patriotism and that

life was made manifest. 
On tbe 4tb day 


of December, 1856, he bade bis home good 
bye and turned bis face toward Illinois. 
On the 9tb day of December he reached 
Deoatur for the first time but passing on 
he stopped at Springfield, but being un- 
successful In finding employment he went 
to Bloomington where he arrived Decem- 
ber 13, 1856. There he was more success- 
ful finding temporary employment with 
the telegraph company as messenger and 
repairer. 
On the first, day of July the 


next year he went to Chenoa and engaged 
with the engineer corps on tbe P. O. H. 
R., now tbe T. P. & W. Railway. Work 
was suspended the following winter and 
bis family having In the meantime come 
from Ohio locating In Deoatur he came to 
Deoatnr In the winter of 1857 and went to 
work as a carpenter continuing until tbe 
war broke out. 


In tbe spring of 1861 a local company 


was organized In Decatur called the De- 
catnr Greys. The officers of this company 
were: Captain, J. H. Nale; first lieuten- 
ant, D. S. Shellabarger; second lieuten- 
ant, M. F. Eanan. In July, 1861, this 
company voted to tender its services to 
tbe government. 
The offer was accepted. 


D. S. Shellabarger being situated so that 
be could not Isava, M. F. Kanan was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant and George R. 
Steele was elected 
second lieutenant. 


This company became Company A, 41st 
Illinois Infantry commanded by Col. I. 
C. Pugh of Deoatur. 
This regiment won 


for itself a brilliant military record on tbe 
Held. Beginning with Forts Henry and 
Donelson it took part in aearly all tbe 
Important engagements in tbe west and 
south and was mustered out after tbe 
last man in rebellion against tho govern- 
ment bad laid down bis arms. 


After the battle of Fort Donelson Liect. 


stuele was made adjutant of the regiment 
and served with distinction in that capac- 


ity, attracting tbe attention of bis snpeil- 
ors.and after tbe battle of Corinth, by or- 
der of President Lincoln. Lieut. Steele 
was promoted to be aide-de-camp oo the 
staff of Gen. MoPherson with the rank of 
captain. 
While acting In that capacity 


he was frequently mentioned IB orders for 
meritorious services on the battlefield 
and oaoe received a gold medal in recog- 
nition of gallant conduct. 


When MoPherson in 1864 was assigned 


to tbe department and Army of tbe Ten- 
nessee with headquarters at Nashville and 
while be and his staff were on their way 
then, arriving at Cairo, Capt Steele and 
two or three other members of the staff 
were given a leave of absence and he spent 
bis vacation in Decatnr. It was during 
this visit home that be^won and married 
tbe woman of hie choice who has blessed 


loyalty which becomes resplendent when 
tried by fire be died poor, as we estimate 
riches, but in the full knowledge of ba.v- 
iug done bis full duty to hie country bis 
family and bis fellowmen and after all 
this is the best legacy which a man can 
leave. 


July 1, 1869, Major Steele waa appoint- 


ed assistant postmaster under Postmaster 
Usrey and June 30, 1871, he became a 
clerk la the railway mall service. 
In less 


than a year he became so efficient that he 
was transferred from his route on the Illi- 
nois Central and made chief clerk of the 
most Important division in tbe country, 
namely, that from Lafayette to Quincy on 
the Wabash, His efficiency was second to 
none in the railway mall service and he 
continued in the service until 1888 when 
he was elected county treasurer. At the 
end of his term of office he was made dep- 
uty postmaster by J. T. Hubbard and held 
that position until Mr. Hubbard's pucces- 
sor came In in 1894. Since that time he 
bas served as assistant in the county trea- 
surer's office under Treasurer Patterson. 


He was a member of Grace M. E 


church and was prominent in Masonic 
Knights of Pythias and Grand Army olr 
pies being a member of these different so 
oleties. To him perhaps more than any 
other man is due tbe organization of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Ko was 
Instrumental largely In organizing tho 
first Post m the United States which was 
organized in Decatur April 6, 1866, and 
was Its first adjutant.

houses with dynamite, killed several gate 
keepers fired houses, ordered millers to! 
make a limited amount of floor and to ; 
bacco growers to raise only a certain num- 
ber of acres of tobaooo. In fact, tbe law- 
less acts of midnight mobs tn Kentucky 
had grown so alarming that the passage 
of this bill was one of the principal rea- 
sons that Induced the'governor to call the 
mra session of the legislature. Free sil- 
ver men in the legislature fooght the bill 
bitterly and there was some doubt about 
itsjpatsage.
